No  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  There  were  no  special  causes  of  sick¬ 
ness  during  the  year,  except  perhaps  the  dry  weather,  during  which  time 
there  were  more  cases  of  diarrhoea  than  usual. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  and  other  Institutions 
available  for  District. 

Professional  Nursing  in  Homes.  ( a)  District  Nurse,  and  a  Private 
Nurse,  who  contracts  for  the  attendance  of  patients,  (b)  Infectious  cases 
are  sent  to  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital. 

No  provision  for  nursing  Measles  other  than  in  houses.  The  District 
Nurse  could  not  attend  such  cases  as  she  is  also  Midwife. 

The  District  Nurse  is  maintained  by  weekly  payments  and  subscrip¬ 
tions,  under  a  Nursing  Committee. 

MIDWIVES. 

Both  Nurses  are  C.M.B.  registered.  No  subsidy,  as  all  patients  can 
pay.  No  local  clinics  nearer  than  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

A  Maternity  and  Child-Welfare  has  been  applied  for. 


The  Infectious  Hospital  at  Scaffold  Hill  is  subscribed  to  by  the 
Urban  District  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  surrounding  districts  of 
Earsdon,  Seaton  Delaval,  &c.,  for  Fevers  and  Smallpox.  Accommoda¬ 
tion  ample  for  the  district. 

No  Maternity  Hospital,  but  a  specially  difficult  case  could  be  sent  to 
Newcastle.  Children’s  Hospital  also  at  Newcastle. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Telephone  to  Infectious  Hospital  for  motor  ambulance  for  infectious 
cases.  Horse  ambulance  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  provided 
by  the  Colliery  Company  and  workmen. 

Pathological  Specimens  can  be  examified  at  Newcastle  when  re¬ 
quired.  Anti-Diphtheria  Serum  provided  by  Council.  Other  Serum 
could  possibly  be  provided  if  required. 

No  Acts  adopted  as  yet. 

SANITATION 

Water-borne  sewerage  treated  at  the  filterbeds.  Each  house  has  a 
separate  privy.  There  are  still  50  privies  and  open  ashpits,  367  com¬ 
bined  privy  and  ashpits,  and  38  w.c.  s.  Refuse  is  carted  to  agricultural 
land,  etc. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  now  three  slaughter  houses  licensed  and  inspected. 
DAIRIES. 

Three  in  number,  also  regularly  inspected. 

Houses  disinfected  after  removal  of  infectious  cases. 

Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  M.O.H.  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  both 

part  time. 

HOUSING. 

The  40  houses  planned  by  the  Council  have  been  completed  now  up 
to  end  of  year  1921,  28  of  them  were  occupied.  A  new  Co-operative 

Store  Manager’s  house  has  been  erected  and  a  large  house  at  the  Middle 
Farm  converted  into  two.
